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Russia Aids 
Search for

American plane carrying two 
U.S. generals has landed safely 
in Soviet Armenia north of the 
area of Turkey over which it 


. vanished, Tass news agency 


said today. 


Tass said the four men aboard 


wore in good health, and added: 
"The competent Soviet authori- 
ties have been instructed to 
investigate the circumstances 
connected with the above-men- 
tioned violation of the Soviet 
Union's state frontier by the 
plane of the U.S. Air Force." 


The plane landed Wednesday 


near the town of Leninakan in 
Armenia the agency reported. It 
had been reported missing in 
bad weather. 


Aboard were Maj. Gen. lid- 


ward C. D. Scherrer, command- 
er of the joint U.S. Military mis- 
sion to Turkey, and Brig. Gen. 
Claude M. McQuarric Jr., head 
of the mission's Army section. 


The Soviet Embassy in An- 


kara had said Russian planes 
joined in the air search, but 
Tass made no mention of this. 


The plane was piloted by Maj. 


James P. Russell, 42, a native 
of Mississippi, and a Turkish 
colonel also was aboard. It was 
on a 120-mile flight from Erz- 
ururn to Kars, which is 40 miles 
from the heavily fortified bor- 
der. 


The weather cleared during 


the night, and Turkish helicop- 
ters and spotter planes were out 
searching today. The Turkish 
radio asked villagers in the 
mountainous area to join in the 
hunt. 


Soviet officials were informed 


the plane might have come 
down on their side of the border, 
and a source at the Soviet Em- 
bassy said a search was being 
made in Soviet territory but so 
far without result. However, 
most officials in Ankara be- 
lieved the plane had crashed in 
the rugged mountains of eastern 
Turkey. 


Scherrer is the highest rank- 


ing American officer in Turkey. 
His mission handles distribution 
of military aid to the country, a 
member of the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization. 


Scherrer, 57, a 
native of 


Shawneetown, 111., has headed 
the mission in Turkey since De- 
cember 1968. He is a 1937 gradu- 
ate of West Point and served in 
the Pacific in World War II. Aft- 
er the war he served in Europe, 
in South Korea and in Washing- 
ton with the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff. He is married and has 
two grown sons. 


McQuarrie, 45, was born at 


Ft. Benning, Ga., the son of a 
professional soldier. He was 
graduated from West Point in 
June 1945. He commanded a 
company and a battalion during 
the Korean War, and in Viet- 
nam he was deputy commander 
of the 173rd Airborne Brigade 
and chief of staff of the Arrny 
Support Command. He is mar- 
ried and has three children.

The monkey, a macaque from 


Asia, was born Oct. 8. Officials 
of the Greensboro County Park 
Zoo have kept him a secret until 
now for fear the public's curiosi- 
ty could endanger his life. 


"Actually, we weren't sure 


what we had," said Ed Vonder- 
lippe, director of the zoo's sci- 
ence center. "I didn't know 
whether baby macaques were 
born white and turned dark lat- 
er. We still have some questions 
which only an expert can an- 
swer." 


Ordinarily, a macaque has 


black fur and eyes and a red 
face. The Greensboro baby has 
white fur, a pink face and blue- 
gray eyes. 


The zoo, which is closing for 


lack of funds, had offered all its 
monkeys for sale several weeks 
ago. But no one was interested 
in the baby's pregnant mother.

Hixon Stays 
With Missiles 
in Defense

WASHINGTON ( A P ) — The 


Nixon administration is turning 
toward 
a 
defense 
strategy 


grounded chiefly in massive nu- 
clear retaliation, although the 
United States no longer enjoys 
the clear atomic superiority it 
held over the Soviet Union a 
decade ago. 


Despite severe pressure to 


slash military spending. Secre- 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
has given every indication this 
nation intends to keep its strate- 
gic nuclear striking power—and 
thus 
its 
deterrent—undimin- 


ished. 


Worried 
over 
spectacular 


Russian missile growth during 
the past five years, I^aird has 
said 
repeatedly 
the 
United 


States may be forced to buy a 
costly new sea-based 
missile 


system or an advanced bomber 
if the strategic arms limitation 
talks should fail. 


To help pay for maintaining a 


strong nuclear shield and for 
modern military equipment of 
many kinds, the Pentagon is 
cutting 
uniformed 
manpower 


drastically. 


While the conventional force 


slashes tend to point up the na- 
tion's reliance on its nuclear 
power for security, the United 
States is in no sense returning 
to the "brinkmanship" diploma- 
cy attributed to the Eisenhower 
administration. 


Quite the contrary. The Nixon 


administration is emphasizing 
negotiation—not 
confrontation 


—and its conventional force re- 
duction goes hand in hand with 
a pullback from overseas mili- 
tary involvements. 


But some, including Army of- 


ficials, believe the virtual nu- 
clear parity now existing be- 
tween the United States and 
Russia makes the non-nuclear 
military forces even more im- 
portant than before. 


"Since the Soviets now have 


less fear of nuclear retaliation, 
we can expect them to test our 
will at lower levels of conflict," 
says Secretary of the Army 
Stanley Resor. 


There is reason to believe the 


number of Americans in service 
may be reduced to about 2.4 
million by mid-1972. This would 
be about 
600,000 below 
the 


present level, 1.1 million under 
the Vietnam war peak in 1968, 
and slightly below the 1960 lev- 
el. 


Under present plans the Army 


will be trimmed to 23 2-3 divi- 
sions by next June, six divisions 
below the high point in Vietnam 
and two 2-3 divisions smaller 
than just before the Vietnam 
war. In 1960, the Army had 14 
divisions. 


The Navy, following a series 


of fleet cutbacks, is entered for 
a force of about 614 ships aver- 
aging 16.4 years in age. By com- 
parison, the Navy in 1960 had 
812 ships averaging 12.3 years in 
age. 


The Navy faces a further loss 


in aircraft carriers. 
Current 


plans call for 14 attack carriers, 
compared to 16 at the height of 
the Vietnam war, and studies 
under way could lower the car- 
rier 
strength 
to 12 vessels. 


Meanwhile, the fleet has only 
four antisubmarine warfare car- 
riers left to deal with a growing 
Soviet underwater threat. 


In 1960, the Navy had 14 at- 


tack carriers and 9 devoted to 
antisubmarine 
warfare mis- 


sions. 


The Air Force is better off in 


tactical fighter squadrons, with 
84 such units today compared 
with 61 ten years ago. But the 
conventional force cutback is al- 
most certain to drain away tac- 
tical fighter strength. 


In airlift, the Air Force has 51 


squadrons of transports to haul 
troops and their equipment, 16 
squadrons fewer than 10 years 
ago. 


The quality of airlift has im- 


proved, with faster and longer- 
range aircraft introduced in the 
past 10 years. All services have 
better weapons today. 


However, 
sea 
lift—which 


would haul about 90 per cent of 
army and marine gear over- 
seas, is in worse shape because 
of fewer and older ships, along 
with deterioration of the U.S. 
Merchant Marine. 


The Marine Corps is returning 


to its pre-Vietnam level of three 
divisions and three supporting 
air wings, the same as existed 
if i I960. 


A decade ago, critics claimed 


the Eisenhower administration 
had starved conventional forces 
and left the United States with 
little choice between nuclear 
holocaust and retreat or surren- 
der in the face of Communist 
challenges around 
the world.

Scores of law enforcement of- 


ficers fanned out through the 
surrounding redwood forest to 
look for suspects. 


The vehicle was empty when 


struck by the engine, but the 
motor was still warm, and an 
attempt had been made to burn 
the car. Two sets of footprints 
led from the vehicle. 


The tunnel is north of Santa 


Cruz, about seven miles from 
the killings and in an area 
abounding with hippie-type com- 
munes. 


The road and tracks below 


run alongside a redwood gorge 
of the Santa Cruz Mountains. 
The sheriff's administrative as- 
sistant, Lou Keller, said whoev- 
er drove the car on the tracks 
"just had to have local knowl- 
edge." 


He added, "I travel that road 


every day and I didn't know the 
tunnel was there." 


Keller said the area's "indi- 


gent transient" population was 
being questioned, but other pos- 
sibilities were not being ruled 
out. 


The two youths and girl were 


being sought because a woman 
real estate agent reported ear- 
lier Tuesday spotting the station 
wagon parked off the road in 
some brush near Felton. The 
three were reported seen near- 
by, where campfire ashes were 
found. 


A friend of the Ohtas said 


Mrs. Ohta told her two months 
ago that her husband had to 
chase six "hippie-types" off the 
porch. 


Dr. Ohta was known to have 


provided free medical care to 
some hippie-types, but there 
was no official speculation on 
any relationship.

'Enriched' 
Bread Hot 
Good for Rats 
HOUSTON (AP) — Rats died 


or were stunted when fed only 
bread which commercial baker- 
ies describe as "enriched," a 
nutrition expert reports. 


At the same time, Dr. Roger 


J. Williams of the University of 
Texas 
said 
Wednesday, 
the 


same bread with added miner- 
als, vitamins and an amino acid 
named lysine kept other labora- 
tory rats alive and growing. 


"From this experiment," he 


said, "it appears that an ex- 
tremely serious situation exists 
with respect to the manifold 
products made from so-called 
enriched flour. 


"Enriched products, whether 


they be bread, bakery goods or 
cereal breakfast foods, are nu- 
tritionally far below what scien- 
tific advance should demand." 


Williams told the fall meeting 


of the National Academy of Sci- 
ence that he fed 64 rats nothing 
but the enriched bread for 90 
days. He said 40 of them died of 
malnutrition and the rest be- 
came severely stunted.

Peace Prize 
Goes to U.S. 
Agronomist

MEXICO CITY (AP) - The 


American agronomist awarded 
the 1970 Nobel Peace Prize says 
the 
"green 
revolution" for 


which he is being honored can 
buy only 20 more years for a 
world faced with overpopula- 
tion. 


"The unrealistic attitudes of 


the world toward unreasonable 
population growth is the biggest 
problem we face now," Dr. Nor- 
man E. Borlaug told a news 
conference 
Wednesday night. 


"We should multiply in relation 
to the increase in the world's 
production of food." 


The 57-year-old lowan said, 


"Governments 
in developing 


countries must stimulate agri- 
culture while at the same time 
balancing industrial growth. If 
agriculture is given its fair 
share, there may still be hope in 
this century." 


Borlaug, 
named 
for 
the 


$80,000 prize Wednesday, has 
made harvests more bountiful 
in hungry countries through de- 
velopment of a dwarf wheat 
strain that gives very high 
yields. The term "green revolu- 
tion" refers to the use of im- 
proved grains and farming tech- 
niques to produce larger crops. 


He said that before he intro- 


duced his wheat improvement 
program in Pakistan, a rumor 
circulated there that his variety 
would make the women of the 
country sterile. 


"Oh, if that were only true!" 


said Borlaug. "Then we would 
really merit the Nobel Peace 
Prize. The green revolution can- 
not cure all the ills, but it is a 
step forward. The problem is 
simply that too many people are 
coming on the scene too fast." 


Borlaug came to Mexico 26 


years ago to work on improved 
wheat strains with the Mexican 
Ministry of Agriculture and the 
Rockefeller 
Foundation, 
of 


which he is a director. He heads 
a team of scientists 'from 17 na- 
tions experimenting with new 
types of grains at the Rockefel- 
ler Agricultural Institute. 


"You 
can solve the pollution 


problems, you can reduce the 
smog by one-fourth," he contin- 
ued. "But if you don't solve the 
population explosion, none of 
the other solutions are going to 
be very rosy." 


Borlaug is the 15th American 


to win or share the peace prize 
since it was first given in 1901 
by the foundation established by 
Alfred Nobel, the inventor of dy- 
namite.

amined Mrs. Tjut Zahara, 22, at 
Jakarta's

hospital 


Wednesday and found she had 
been feigning pregnancy by dis- 
tending her stomach muscles, 
the informants said. However, 
the doctors found indications 
she may have given birth some- 
time recently. 


After the examination, Mrs. 


Zahara was taken to a secret lo- 
cation for psychiatric examina- 
tion, the sources said.

FISH THE COOL SPOTS 
Fishing is the only sport in 


the world when finding a cool 
spot may mean you've found 
a "hot spot". 


Most anglers look to tradi- 


tional "hot spots" tor their 
summer fishing success, when 
—in reality—they should 
be 


searching out those cool, shad- 
ed places where fish find life 
more pleasant. 


And a likely place 
to find 


such an area is to check the 
back ends of coves where wat- 
er is shallowest. For here, by 
mid-summer, 
water 
plants 


such as algae and moss have 
developed 
a 
thick, 
spongy 


layer that serves as a water 
conditioner for fish. 


A common theory brought 


to the attention of the flshinp 
department 
at Mercury out- 


boards, is that water is cooler 
beneath such layers of plant 
life. For one thing, the water 
is shaded from direct rays of 
the sun. Another thought is 
that the plants act as an evap 
orating cooler for the water 
underneath. Whatever the rea- 
son, these thick beds of water 
plants are good places to fish. 


Tempting a bass or pike out 


of a cool spot 
beneath 
the 


moss isn't easy. One method 
calls 
for using 
a pork rind 


frog, with a single weedless 
hook. (Another popular lure is 
a 
sponge 
rubber 
frog 
or 


mouse, with double hooks im- 
bedded in the lure to prevent 
their being clogged by algae 
or moss. The weedless feature 
is important.) 


Cast the lure into the mid- 


dle of the weedbed. Let it sit 
a minute, 
and 
then 
begin 


hopping it along on top of the 
moss. Stop every 
few feet, 


then begin the retrieve again. 


When almost to the edge of 


the weed bed, give the l u r e 
several short, quick hops, hop 
it into the water and then let 
the line go slack. This simu- 
lates the action of a frog jump- 
ing into the water and then 
gliding along without kicking. 


If your boat is in the weed 


bed, the lads at Mercury sug- 
gest that you never give up 
the retrieve technique until 
the lure is in the boat. A big 
bass will often follow a park 
frog right up to the boat be 
fore deciding to take it for 
supper.

give you the information you 
need for intelligent manage- 


i ment of personal finances or 
I family funds.

give you some false leads. 


The Consumer Price In- 


dex, or CPI, is generally ac- 
cepted as our yardstick of 
the cost of living. Month-to- 
month changes are usually 
translated into an annual 
rate. If it was up one-half 
per cent last month, multiply 
by 12 to get the yearly rate: 
6 per cent. (That was the in- 
flation we actually experi- 
enced between the summer 
of '69 and the summer of 
'70.) 


What's the significance to 


you, the c o n s u m e r ? The 
usual e x p l a n a t i o n 
goes 


s o m e t h i n g like this: If 
you've been spending $9,000 
a year to live, a 6 per cent 
rise in prices adds $540 to 
your costs. You'll have to 
spend $9,540 this year for the 
same goods and services. 


But maybe you can't magi- 


cally produce the extra $540, 
like a rabbit out of a magi- 
cian's hat. You've still got 
only $9,000 of spendable in- 
come. 


For your benefit, the ex- 


planation is offered that the 
greenback which bought a 
dollar's worth of something 
last year will now buy only 
93Va cents' worth. As com- 
pared to last year, your 
$9,000 now buys only $8,491 
worth. In effect, you have 
$509 less to live on. 


That's worrisome news— 


but in your particular case, 
it may or may not be true. 
.For the CPI is a kind of sta- 
tistical fiction. It doesn't say 
that ALL prices went up 6 - 
per cent. That figure is the 
average of nearly 300 prices. 
The CPI lumps together ev- 
e r y t h i n g from baby-sitter 
fees (up 6 per cent in 12 
months) to funerals (up 4 
per cent) and green peppers 
(up 83 per cent). How your 
particular pocketbook is af- 
fected depends on which of 
these 300 goods and services 
you're spending your dollars 
on. 


As a rough guide to how 


your personal finances are 
affected, begin with the five 
main headings under which 
CPI prices are reported- 
food, housing, apparel and 
upkeep, t r a n s p o r t a t i o n , 
health and recreation.

Meal Plan Handbook 


Guides to Right Eating 


By LAWRENCE E. LAMB, M.D. 


Let's discuss an "optimal" 


diet for you. The American 
Heart Association has a fat- 
controlled, l o w - cholesterol 
meal plan, entitled "The Way 
to a Man's Heart" that will 
help you. Write or call your 
nearest heart association and 
ask them to send you one. If 
you want a good book of 
tables listing the calorie, fat 
content and cholesterol value 
of foods, write to the Super- 
intendent of Documents, U. S. 
Government Printing Office, 
Washington, D. C., and re- 
quest the book, "Composition 
of Foods, Raw, Processed, 
Prepared," U. S. Department 
of Agriculture, Agriculture 
Handbook No. '8, Washington, 
D. C. It costs $1.50. 


The diet I recommend for 


adults should contain less 
than 70 grams of fat and 
more than 70 grams of pro- 
tein daily. That is equal to 
about SVz ounces of beef fat 
and protein equivalent to 
about 11 ounces of lean beef. 
Over half of the daily fat al- 
lowance should be unsatu- 
rated fat. The limitation of 
fat helps to keep the calorie 
intake at acceptable levels. 
To stay at such a low fat 
level and still eat over 70 
grams of protein a day, you 
can't eat too much margar- 
rine of any type or lots of 
avocados, even though most 
of their fat content is of the 
unsaturated type. Your pro- 
tein intake on a balanced diet 
will entail eating some fat. 


I also recommend avoiding 


excess cholesterol (technical- 
ly less than 450 milligrams 
daily). You can do this by 
avoiding egg yolks, butter 
fat and organ meats (liver, 
kidneys, heart, etc.), and 
also limiting shellfish to once 
a week. Remember, 
even 


lean beef and other protein 


sources will contain some 
cholesterol. 


The rest of the diet should 


be made up of carbohydrates. 
The amount of carbohydrate 
depends on how many calo- 
ries you need. If you need to 
lose weight, don't add too 
many. Remember, 
for an 


adequate amount of f o o d 
with essential vitamins and 
minerals, spend your carbo- 
hydrate calories 
on vege- 


tables, cereals and fruits. If 
you use too much sugar you 
will eat a lot of calories with- 
out getting enough essential 
nutrients. Be sure to get 
enough vitamin C, found in 
fresh fruits and tomatoes. 


Control your calorie intake 


to a level to avoid dangerous 
fat d e p o s i t s . If you can 
achieve these goals in your 
diet you will have done a 
great deal for your health.

On Wednesday night, Cash in- 


troduced Marty Robbins for a 
comedy routine which curled up 
and died for a "ariety of rea- 
sons. 


The 
country-Western 
artist 


seems interested in broadening 
his series' audience base this 
season. He had Peggy Lee, an 
especially urbane 
entertainer, 


as his guest. But like oil and wa- 
ter, Cash and Lee didn't mix 
well. 


"The Advocates," the current 


affairs program started on the 
education network last season, 
has come back with a radical 
change of format. The program 


still takes up a'different subject 
each week but now its form is 
more

of "Divorce 


Court" than a debate.

day night was the idea of econo- 
mist Milton Friedman 
to re- 


structure the educational sys- 
tem by issuing vouchers with 
which parents could send chil- 
dren to the school 
of their 


choice. 


In the new set-up two lawyers 


take opposing viewpoints and 
call witnesses for direct exami- 
nation then cross-examination. 
Considerable 
heat and some 


light was generated, but gener- 
ally the program consisted of a 


lot of wrangling and oratory. 


The word is around—spread 


primarily by the weekly Nielsen 
ratings—that this season',* youth 
kick by TV programmers is not 
shared by the viewers. "Store- 
front Lawyers" on CBS, one of 
the new "relevant" series, is re- 
puted to be a leading candidate 
for salvage operations.

Campaign 
Spending 
Very High

LITTLE ROCK (AP) — Gov. 


Winthrop Rockefeller's re-elec- 
tion plan calls for more than 
$100,000 worth of air time and 
production facilities of the three 
Little Rock television stations 
alone. 


On the same stations, the Re- 


publican nominee for lieutenant 
governor, Sterling R. Cockrill 
Jr., may spend more than Dale 
Bumpers, the Democratic nomi- 
nee for governor. 


Those items of information 


were turned up in an inspection 
of the contracts between the 
stations and the 
candidates. 


The data tends to illustrate 
what many term an unhealthy 
development: The high cost of 
public office. 


Early in the race for Demo- 


cratic 
gubernatorial nomina- 


tion, James M. Malone Jr. said 
Rockefeller's third - term cam- 
paign would be "like another 
industry." 


In a sense, that is true. 
But the same is true to some 


degree of most, though perhaps 
not all, major candidates for 
statewide political office, in- 
cluding the race by Bumpers. 


The degree of difference re- 


flects the variance in the sizes 
of the "industries," a variance 
sometimes between one weighty 
sum and another, the sub- 
stantial as distinguished from 
the supersubstantial. 


Some observers contend that 


a result is that the campaign of 
the little man, the candidate 
without huge dollar reserves, 
occasionally is drowned in the 
opposition's 
flood 
of money, 


rather than defeated for lack of 
merit. 


"You 
can't get people to buy 


widgets 
if 
you 
don't 
have 


enough money to give them a 
good, clear explanation of what 
widgets are," one advertising 
man explained. 


Malone, a farmer - business- 


man at Lonoke, reports expend- 
itures of $22,606.74 for the 70- 
day campaign from the June 16 
filing deadline to the Aug. 25 
preferential primary. 


He ran next to last in a field 


of eight. 


Large 
expenditures do not 


guarantee that a campaign will 
succeed, but all sides concur in 
the idea that the availability of 
money is a big factor in wheth- 
er campaigns for major office 
succeed. 


What do successful candi- 


dates spend to win one of the 
top state jobs? Is the figure 
$50,000? Or $250,000? Or mil- 
lions? Some have suggested the 
latter. 


Rockefeller, the Republican 


nominee for a third term, is un- 
doubtedly the General Motors 
among campaign treasuries in 
Arkansas. 


No other candidate in mem- 


ory 
has 
possessed 
personal 


wealth in amounts that would 
permit individual competition 
dollar-for-dollar with the gover- 
nor's financial resources. 


Bumpers has called the gov- 


ernor's spending in this year's 
campaigns a "callous misuse" 
of money and an open "insult" 
to the people. 


But Rockefeller's aides argue 


that his riches can be a handi- 
cap: Knowing of his wealth, an 
average Rockefeller supporter 
often fails to contribute to the 
campaign chest, thinking his 


money isn't needed. 


That leaves an over-sized por- 


tion of the campaign financing 
burden to Rockefeller himself, 
the aides contend. 


The Rockefeller camp also of- 


fer the theory that one man's 
fortune, while massive, may be 
matched or exceeded by lesser 
fortunes combined to oppose 
him. 


This, they suggest, may be 


the case with Bumpers, backed 
by "old guard" money, which 
Bumpers denies. The Demo- 
cratic nominee says he has re- 
ceived small contributions from 
supporters and large support 
from his own funds and the 
funds of relatives. 


Bumpers 
has 
publicly 
ac- 


knowledged, however, that his 
campaign costs already have 
gone past the $150,000 level. He 
adds, though, that Rockefeller 
is spending much more. 


Rockefeller 
adamantly 
re- 


fuses to reveal his own mone- 
tary 
outlay. He 
strenuously 


asserts that Bumpers' candi- 
dacy is not financial undernour- 
ished. Rockefeller aides adopt 
similiar views. 


If judged by their public com- 


ments, the governor's assis- 
tants, 
including 
campaign 


director Marion Burton, would 
appear 
more 
familiar 
with 


Bumpers' campaign costs than 
with their own candidate's. 


But one Rockefeller aide, 


Robert Fisher, says expendi- 
tures likely will reach, and pos- 
sibly surpass, a half-million dol- 
lars for the campaign. 


There are a number of people 


who contend, and some evi- 
dence to indicate, that Fisher's 
figure will fall short of the ac- 
tual total. 


He is hasty to add, incidental- 


ly, that the Bumpers campaign 
costs will be roughly the same 
as Rockefeller's. 


The available evidence, while 


severely limited and not defini- 
tive, indicates, however, that 
Bumpers will spend a great 
deal less than Rockefeller. 


But even the figures Bumpers 


himself has already admittedly 
spent amount to more than 
$1,000 per day for the 140 days 
from the filing deadline to the 
Nov. 3 general election.

publican, and Nelson Gerard 
Gross, a young lawyer who had 
helped put Richard Nixon in the 
White House, looked like just 
the man to ride the tide into the 
U.S. Senate. 


With 
Gross 
managing his 


state campaign, Nixon had car- 
ried New Jersey by 60,000 votes 
in 1968. 


A year later, William T. Ca- 


hill, with an important cam- 
paign assist from the President, 
swept the governorship by a rec- 
ord plurality, ending 16 years of 
Democratic rule in the state- 
house. 


That left only one Democrat 


holding statewide office—Harri- 
son A. Williams Jr., a two-term 
senator already facing a tough 
primary in a badly split party. 


Moreover, there was gossip 


all over the state that Williams 
had a drinking problem. 


That was the situation six 


months ago. Now, two weeks be- 
fore the election, a poll commis- 
sioned by the Republican Party 
shows Democrat Williams lead- 
ing by 100,000 votes. 


President Nixon, making a 


whirlwind visit to the state Oct. 
27, insisted that Gross would 
win, 
saying he "has cam- 


paigned with skill and determi- 
nation; he has the momentum 
and will go over the top."

An 
organizational dispute split the 
party in populous Essex County, 
and an ideological one devel- 
oped in Gross' power base, Ber- 
gen County. Sheriff Joseph F. 
Job, a conservative Republican 
who insists he's still a member 
of the party, is running as an in- 
dependent for the Senate on the 
ground that Gross is too liberal. 
Observers agree he could hurt 
Gross in a close race. 


Gross already had made ene- 


mies within the party. As chair- 
man of the Bergen County or- 
ganization, he led 18 of New Jer- 
sey's 40 delegates to the Repub- 
lican National Convention in a 
bolt to Nixon from the favorite- 
son candidacy of U.S. Sen. Clif- 
ford P. Case. The senator re- 
mains cool to him to this day. 
Then, as state chairman, Gross 
enraged supporters of Charles 
Sandman by throwing his sup-

Against the background of 


these political handicaps, a Re- 
publican "insiders' newsletter" 
was leaked to the public, and 
suddenly Gross found himself in 
a third-down situation with half 
a mile to go.

"I would like to let you in on 


what was but no longer is a bit 
of a secret. During my early 
campaigning I assumed certain 
positions, the purpose of which 
was to draw out my opponent.

Horses Are 
Destroyed 


CHERRY HILL, N.J. (AP) - 


At least 30 thoroughbred race 
horses valued at almost $500,000 
were killed in a fast-moving fire 
that destroyed a barn at the 
Garden 
State 
Race 
Track 


Wednesday night. 


A trainer collapsed and died 


early today after going through 
the ruins to check if any of his 
horses had died. A 19-year-old 
groom was missing and track 
officials fear he may have died 
in the blaze. 


The blaze broke out just be- 


fore midnight in Barn D, a large 
barn that houses 55 horses in 
the track paddock area. John 
Madala, track security chief, 
said the fire started at the south 
end of the barn and spread 
quickly through the structure. 


Despite a light rain, the barn 


was a roaring inferno by the 
time five Cherry Hill fire com- 
panies arrived. Flames were 
visible for several miles during 
the hour-long fire. 


Terrified 
horses 
roamed 


through the area and interfered 
with efforts to rescue other race 
horses, track workers said. 


Thomas W. Reardon, a train- 


er in his 50s, of Colts Neck, 
N.J., collapsed after inspecting 
the rubble and died in Cherry 
Hill Hospital. 


A stable boy discovered the 


fire and notified track police, 
then roused about 20 hands who 
were sleeping in a nearby barn. 
They saved as many horses as 
they could, but smoke was so 
dense "you couldn't see where 
you were going," said Charles 
Moyer, a groom. 


Rain 
and 
wind continued 


through the morning and all the 
horses weren't rounded up until 
dawn. About 1,300 horses are 
stabled at the track. The last 
fire here killed five horses in 
May 1969.

SACRAMENTO, Calif. (AP) 


— An official of sparsely settled 
Alpine County says there is no 
way to prevent hundreds of 
homosexuals 
from 
becoming 


residents and laying the ground- 
work for a political takeover. 


"If these people come up and 


abide by the laws there's noth- 
ing in the world we can do to 
prevent them from becoming 
residents of the county," said 
Hubert Bruns, chairman of the 
Board of Supervisors. 


The Gay Liberation Front, an 


organization 
of 
homosexuals, 


announced plans in Los Angeles 
Tuesday to start an influx of 
homesteading homosexuals into 
the county in the Sierra Nevada 
mountain range. 


Bruns and four other officials 


discussed the situation behind 
closed doors Wednesday with 
Richard Turner, assistant legal 
affairs secretary to Gov. Ronald 
Reagan. 


"Were you encouraged by 


your meeting with Turner?" 
asked a newsman at an im- 
promptu news conference after- 
wards. 


"No," replied Bruns. 
Alpine County, with a popula- 


tion of slightly more than 400, 
had 384 eligible voters in the 
June 2 primary election. The 
Gay Liberation Front said Tues- 
day 479 homosexuals had signed 
up for the move into the county. 


They said they would demand 


a special election after waiting 
out the 90-day residency re- 
quirement, then vote out the 
present elected officials. 


The replacements—including 


a judge, sheriff and members of 
the five-man board of supervi- 
sors—would be homosexuals if 
the plan works out. 


Spokesmen for the Gay Liber- 


ation Front said its members 
planned the takeover to escape 
persecution from the "straight" 
society. They said the county 
could eventually become a mec- 
ca for homosexuals from across 
the nation.

Russia, U.S. 
to Talk Over 
Major Issues

WASHINGTON (AP) - Presi- 


dent Nixon meets the Soviet for- 
eign minister today to sound out 
Kremlin attitude toward Nixon's 
"era of negotiations" approach 
to major East-West issues. 


Foreign Minister Andrei A. 


Gromyko lashed out at the Unit- 
ed States Wednesday, accusing 
Washington 
of trumping up 


charges 
against Moscow on 


Mideast truce violations and Cu- 
ban missile submarine bases. 


But U.S. officials tended to 


rate Gromyko's speech, to the 
U.N. General Assembly, as a 
relatively routine replay of cur- 
rent Kremlin themes. 


What Washington is still inter- 


ested in, officials said, is the ex- 
tent to which the Soviets will be 
willing to forego cold war skir- 
mishing and negotiate seriously 
on items where there are possi- 
bilities for agreement. 


Administration 
worry over 


Kremlin 
intent soared 
last 


month after U.S. intelligence re- 
ported evidence of Soviet-Egyp- 
tian Mideast truce violations 
and possible construction of a 
Russian 
submarine 
base 
in 


Cuba. 


But after meeting with Gro- 


myko last Friday and again 
Monday, Secretary of State Wil- 
liam P. Rogers found the atmos- 
phere good enough for a one- 
hour White House appointment 
for the Soviet leader. 


Rogers said Gromyko asked 


for the date with Nixon, without 
specifying any particular sub- 
ject matter, and that he did not 
know whether Gromyko was 
bringing a message from Krem- 
lin chiefs to the President. 


Press Secretary Ronald L. 


Ziegler said Nixon would dis- 
cuss U.S.-Soviet issues, the Mid- 
east and his Indochina peace 
plan with Gromyko. 


The Rogers-Gromyko sessions 


deadlocked on the Mideast issue 
and both sides stood fast to their 
opposing positions' on Vietnam. 
The Cuba incident was closed 
after secret diplomatic contacts 
and public Soviet disavowal of 
intent to install a missile sub 
base. 


Gromyko retreated from what 


the Americans had rated as an 
unacceptably tough Soviet de- 
mand in the current ambassado- 
rial talks on Berlin. And the two 
foreign ministers joined in hop- 
ing for progress in U.S.-Soviet 
strategic arms curb negotia- 
tions resuming in Helsinki next 
month. 


In his annual policy speech to 


the U.N. General Assembly, 
Gromyko helped open possibili- 
ties for agreement in the am- 
bassadorial talks on improving 
conditions for West Berlin. But 
he had harsh words for America 
on other issues.

Bizarre War Note Left

A bizarre declaration of war 
note left at a home where five

Disclosing the note Wednes- 


day two days after the slaying 
of wealthy eye surgeon Dr. Vic- 
tor M. Ohta and four others, Un- 
dersheriff Paul W. Tara urged 
the community—100 miles south 
of San Francisco—to remain 
calm. 


"We have to keep our cool. 


We are fighting a war and .we 
might as well tace it," Tara 
said. 


The undersheriff said the na- 


ture of the killings and the note 
indicated the five were slain by 
cultists. 


The note was found under the 


windshield wiper of Ohta's red 
Rolls Royce after the bodies of 
Ohta, his wife, two sons and sec- 
retary were discovered in a 
swimming pool at the family's 
$250,000 hilltop home Monday 
night, Tara said. 


Until the note was made pub- 


lic, police had said they knew no 
motive for the slayings. They 
were trying to find two young 
men and a girl reported seen

40 Killed in 
Action in 
Past Week

SAIGON (AP) -.The U.S. 


Command announced today that 
40 Americans were killed in ac* 
tion in Vietnam last week, the 
second lowest weekly toll in 4% 
years, while 33 others died from 
causes other than battle. 


The total of South Vietnamese 


battlefield deaths also dropped 
last week, to 256, the lowest to- 
tal in a month, government 
headquarters said. 


The U.S. Command reported 


that allied forces killed 1,083 
North Vietnamese 
and Viet 


Cong during the seven-day peri- 
od, 119 less than the week be- 
fore. 


The weekly casualty summa- 


ries also reported 
432 U.S. 


troops and 858 South Vietnam- 
ese soldiers wounded in action 
last week. This was 81 fewer 
Americans and 13 more South 
Vietnamese than were wounded 
a week earlier. 


The report raised total Ameri- 


can combat casualties in the 
Vietnam war to 43,861 killed and 
290,746 wounded. The Saigon 
government now has reported a 
total of 114,872 of its troops 
killed 
and 
243,886 wounded, 


while the allies claim to have 
killed 677,043 North Vietnamese 
and Viet Cong since Jan. 1, 1961. 


The U.S. Command said 8,692 


American troops have died in 
Vietnam from accidents, illness 
or other nonbattle causes. 


According to the weekly sum- 


maries issued by the U.S. Com- 
mand, 
American 
battlefield 


deaths for the past six weeks 
have averaged 50 per week. 
During a similar period a year 
ago, the average was 100 per

Spokesmen said the decline in 


American casualties is the re- 
sult of disengagement of Ameri- 
can forces from the battlefield 
and the low level of enemy ac- 
tivity.

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Ginners Ait 
to Prevent 
Pollution

LITTLE ROCK (AP) - Two- 


thirtls of the cotton ginners in 
Southeast Arkansas have moved 
to bring their ginning opera- 
tions into compliance with state 
pollution control laws. 


Records on file with the Air 


Division of the state Pollution 
(onlrol Commission here show 
ginners have shown no effort to 
county area have written to the 
commission to say they are in 
compliance with the law or to 
seek a permit to continue op- 
cralions until they are in com- 
pliance. 


The other one-third is possibly 


in violation of the law, and the 
comply with the law, according 
to Martin Maner, an environ- 
mental engineer in the commis- 
sion's Air Division. 


Since the commission is un- 


derstaffed, Maner said, it will 
not investigate these gins un- 
less someone complains to the 
commission. 


However, Maner said, the 1970 


ginning season, which began in 
September and will end in Jan- 
uary, is the last period of grace 
for cotton ginners. 


Next fall, he said, the com- 


mission will close down any gin 
found operating without proper 
equipment to control lint and 
ilnst, and emissions from open 
burning of waste. 


The law requires each gin to 


cease open burning operations. 
,int and dust control measures 
were written specifically to con- 
trol pollution from cotton gins. 


For this season only, the com- 


mission has agreed to issue 
open burning permits to gin 
owners who cannot find alterna- 
tives to burning wastes. No 
burning will be permitted next 
year. 


The hazard is more than 


smoke or lint, Maner said. 


Scientific studies have shown 


that arsenic compounds used to 
defoliate cotton are 
found in 


igin smoke, he said, and have 
[been concentrated as high as 
jthrce pounds of arsenic for each 
|ton of waste burned. 


Gin owners may install incin- 


rators that comply with smoke 
•mission standards of the com- 
nission, Maner said, or they 


ay use the cheaper method of 
installing large fans to chop the 
waste and then use it as cattle 
feed or mulch. 


Running the waste through 


fans would satisfy requirements 
of the state Plant Board, which 
is concerned with the control of 
the pink bollworm, Maner said. 
The treatment kills any boll- 
worin larva in the waste. 


An official of the Plant Board 


said that many ginners already 
have such fans. 


A ginner who seeks to install 


incinerators 
soon 
runs 
into 


problems. 


No company manufactures in- 


cinerators 
that comply 
with 


state pollution laws, so he would 
have to build his own burner.

To obtain an opening burning 


permit, a gin must be located 
five air miles from a town of 
5,000 or 10 miles from a city of 
25,000 or more, advertise public 
notices in local newspapers of 
its intention to conduct an open 
burning operation, file notice of 
its plan with city officials of any 
town within five miles of the 
gin, 
and wait 30 days for the 


commission to receive any ob- 
jections to the permit. 


A gin owner must receive a 


permit to install pollution con- 
trol equipment, Maner said, 
which will be inspected by the 
commission once it is opera- 
tive. Many gins have contacted 
the commission only to seek 
such a permit, Maner said. 


Some of these gins probably 


are conducting open burning il- 
legally he said, or are other- 
wise in violation of the law, 
since a permit to install equip- 
ment does not excuse illegal 
current operations. 


Again, Maner pointed out, the 


commission would not investi- 
gate such gins until a specific 
complaint was received. 


A few gins have applied for 


both an open burning permit 
and a permit to install control 
equipment, Maner said, which 
was probably the best course to 
follow.
